A Mark retease of the system software is made whenever new 
program products or. major software enhancements are added. The 
following information describes a Mark release.

WHEN: ‘Patch Release 1 to the 8 1000 Mark 10-0 syeirae Software: 
was made in January 1982. 


ALIAS: Patch Felease 1 to the 8 1000 Mark 1029 System Software 
is also known as the 10-0-41 release because it contained 
MCPII 10.0.41. 


Prior to March 1982» paper patch releases were made on a monthly 
basi Se Paper patches contained tistings of control files and 
source code fites for source program recompilation. Paper 
patches had to be transcribed from paper to computer readable 
media» combined with alt prior Mark 10.0 patches» and compited 
with the original sources released with the Mark 10.9 release. 
They were sent directly fron T1I0 to district offices and then to 
the field. Their advantage was quick response to user probtems-. 
Their disavantage was that the process of using the paper patch 
mechanisa to generate updated object code files was so cumbersome 
and error prone that almost no Burroughs fietd representatives 
would use ite As a sotution to that probleme TIG sent object 
code updates on magnetic tape to the district offices on a demand 
basis. The disadvantage to that solution was that it put us into 
the time consuming software distribution business. 
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Since March i982-5 as a solution to both of those problems» TiO 
initiated preliminary releases of object code updates on a 
periodic basis to regional distribution points. The following
